Plseck and Woodard said they un-

"If the conference falls," Plseck 


said, "we shall notify Commissioner 
of Agriculture Ten Eyck and Gov- 
ernor Lehman the date for a strike 
is set.

It hai been found, however, that 


long before the teeth have begun to 
erupt the child is able to eat and 
digest many things betides milk, and 
that a full and varied diet is of f real 
benefit to his health and develop- 
ment 


By the time a child Is a year old. 


his diet should include scraped 'beef. 
eggs, s t r a i n e d green vegetables, 
baked potatoes, fruit juices, junket 
various dishes made wjth gelatin, and 
many other foods as prescribed by 
individual doctors, 


It is true that milk Is the child's 


natural food and should always re- 
main an important part of his diet, 
but many children develop rickets 
and faulty digestions even on this 
most perfect food. By means of mod- 
ern diet methods, the children form 
bone and brawn. 


The world cannot progress If it 


sticks always to the traditions of the 
past. Many mothers insist that after 
so many years, centuries of experi- 
ence, surely the diet which natur* 
provided and on which they them- 
selves have flourished, must be best.
